The Rare uncirculated 1918/17-S Quarter, estimate value over $1,000. 


What makes this quarter so rare? If you will note the date you'll see there is the figure 
8 over the 7. Like many overdates they are scarce and of low numbers. Other rare or 
scarce overdates are the 1823/22 quarter fine, $700., 1869/68 Indian cent unc. $110., 
the 1918 /17-D nickel XF $350., 1942/41 dime unc. $150. 


How an overdate is made—This is caused and made as the result of a need for coins 
and the new die isn’t ready. At the end of each year the dies are destroyed, only the 
master die is saved. If the new die of the new year isn’t ready then the old hub is used 
to make another die of the previous year, but before it is case hardened the date is re- 
engraved while it is still soft. For an example the figure 8 is engraved over the 7 as in 
the above photo. No records are kept of these but are included in the regular issue of 
the number struck. Under these circumstances most all overdates are of low numbers 
and scarce. Of particular note are the early bust type halves with about 20 overdates 
but priced low and easily obtainable. Supply and demand as usual is the determining 
factor in pricing.

Concerning defacing coinage of 
the United States. 

Title 18, U.S. Code, section 311, 

provides as follows: 

“Whoever fraudulently alters, 
defaces, mutilates, impairs, di- 
minishes, falsifies, scales, or ligh- 
tens and of the coins coined at 
the mints of the United States, 
or any foreign coins which are by 
law made current or are in actu- 
al use or circulation as money 
within the United States; or 

“Whoever fraudulently posses- 
ses, passes, utters, publishes, or 
sell, or brings into United States, 
any such coin, knowing the same 
to be altered, defaced, mutilated, 
impaired, diminished, falsified, 
scaled, or lightened— 

“Shall be fined not more than 
$2,000 or imprisoned not more 
than five years, or both.” 

The foregoing statute does not 
prohibit the mutilation of coins if 
done without fraudulent intent 
or if the mutilated coins are not

Such is part of the story back of the conservation of 
England is not intended as a slight to Canada. England had to pur- 
chase silver from abroad and the United States certainly furnished 
some of it. And assuredly Canada paid for the silver. 


Silver five cent pieces can look like little gems, and when they 
do look like them, they also sell like them. Even the not too attrac- 
tive of this sisterhood must be treated with a degree of respect. In 
common with many Canadian coins, they finally got in the limelight 
when it was a little late. Not too highly regarded at their time of 
issue, a later generation now pays for their neglect. 


Going by the Guide Book on Canadian Coins, a complete collec- 
tion of the silver five cent pieces would cost $1,650 or so in beautiful ¢ 
condition and would not be easy to get together. In merely good 
condition, about $270.00 would be required and the lion’s share of 
this sum would be spent on the 1921 with its $185.00 beginning price. 


A mere 200,000 were minted by the Royal Mint in 1884, the | 
smallest of the series, and Heaton of Birmingham dropped out with 
1903. As might be supposed, Birmingham was generally called upon 
whenever the Royal Mint happened to find itself with an unusual 
amount of work. In common with the United States, England has 
always done a good deal of mint work for other countries. For in- 
stance, she minted the coins of Ireland. 

In connection with the above, it is interesting to note that the 
Royal Canadian Mint has undertaken outside work only once. This 
came about in 1938 when 5,060,000 coins were struck for the Dom- ( 
inican Republic of 900 fineness (50 centavos, 25 centavos, 5 centavos, 
and 1 centavos) the coins so struck corresponding exactly in size ioif® 
those of the United States. However, England helped out in good 
measure by the preparation of dies, matrices, and punches, and the 
coin obverses were designed by Henry Paget. 


As with the 1921 half, never intended for circulation, the same 
applies to the 1921 silver five cent piece. Nevertheless, as with the 
former, some of them escaped the melting pot and managed to get in 
circulation. And now and then these coins give rie to interesting finds. 

For example, Buddy Schroeder, a Spokane high school student, 
made such a fortunate find last year. He purchased an odd lot of 
miscellaneous coins from a woman who was interested ii stamps, 
not in coins, and she was paid for them in mint United States 
stamps. She had inherited them from an aunt who had formerly

Possibly I am all wrong, but I still find it diffi- 
cult to believe that an intelligent coin collector would sell a lot of 
rng stamps without making some effort to know their worth. And if 

he should do such a thing, and then discover that he had made a 


| serious mistake, then I fear he would get very little sympathy 


from me. 

Coin designers for the series are the same as for all the other 
maple wreath types. However, there are eight variants and conse- 
quently more than may be found among the maple wreath halves 
and quarters. The two most expensive are the large date and the 
round “O” of 1900. 

Provided the collector is not too particular, a very satisfactory 
type collection can be made at no very great cost by picking out the 
least expensive dates. Of course, this does not apply to the collector 
who wants all the types for I am assuming that he will largely con- 
tent himself with a fine Victoria, Edward VII, and George V, to- 
| gether with such others as may strike his purse or fancy. 

Unlike a great many collectors, I am more or less sensitive to 
the opinions of my non-collecting friends. And if I were to show 
them a rather tired looking collection of cent pieces with no distinc- 
tion about them except different dates, then I should expect little 
but pity for my want of sense. It is for this reason that I am more 
or less in favor of type collecting for I well remember that the first 
collection I ever saw was very much like the one I have described. 
But taste differs and that is one thing that makes coin collecting a 
thing of interest.

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Reflections Upon Paper Currency 


By Starr Gilmore 


Several years back an article appeared in Coronet devoted to 
the affairs of the worthy General Mao. He represented the Chinese 
Nationalist Government and was entrusted with large sums of 
money. And according to the story that was told, he absconded to 
Mexico with something like 3 million in a mere 4 or 5 notes of huge 
dencminations. The writer of the piece in question left the reader 
with the impression that one note in his possession had the value 
of a million dollars. This annoyed me so much that I wrote the 
magazine and tried to correct the obvious error. 


My amazement was not inconsiderable over the reply which I 
received. Far from backing down, the magazine stood firmly by its 


. guns and refused to admit error. To be sure, there is such a thing 


as a million dollar bond, but this was not made clear in the article. 
As far as I am able to figure out, General Mao must have had very | 
little sense indeed. 


Although the man in the street is not aware of it, we do put} 
out a $100,000 note. But to say the least, no collector, regardless of | 
his wealth, is likely to have one in his possession. And if a collector | 
did have one he might well find himself in more trouble than a little. | 

To begin with, $100,000 notes are remarkably and understand- | 
ably few in number and are employed by the Federal Reserve to! 
settle balances which involve tremendous sums. The likeness of | 
Woodrow Wilson appears on the notes and it is reasonable to sup-| 
pose that they encounted very little wear. 


I now revert to General Mao and some of his sad experiences. 
Among other things, he made the remarkable discovery that such 
things as million dollar bonds could cause considerable embarrass- 
ment. As if this should be news. It would indeed be news if other- 
wise. Our largest note of any convenience is the $100 which features 
Franklin. The $500 note of McKinley; the $1,000 of Cleveland; the 
$5,000 of Madison, and the $10,000 of Chase are hardly of the kind 
that most of us ever expect to see. They would no doubt be interest- 
ing items in a collection of paper money. 


Those acquainted with the works of Mark Twain will possibly 
recall the amusing story which he wrote about a man who had a 
million pound note. As it was impossible for anyone to break it, he 
contrived for some time to live like a feudal lord on pure credit. 


During the course of the second World War a most extraordin- 
ary situation arose because it was actually possible to buy a $1,000 
note for as little as $700. No, they were not counterfeits; they were 
genuine. Nevertheless, very few people cared to buy them and those 
who did frequently found themselves wishing that they had used} 
better sense. 


This strange development came about through the activity of 
black market operators. Gentry in this field found themselves with 
so much money in small bills as to make life something of a burden. 
And to better things, they turned their attention to $1,000 notes. In 
the beginning it worked out all right. But as might be expected, the 
sudden growth of interest in these big notes caused the Government 
to wonder why they were so popular. Investigation soon gave the 
answer and the holders of such notes found themselves subjected to 
unpleasant questions of highly personal nature. And it was at this 
point that the black market operators tried to get rid of their un- 
wanted currency. As far as I know, few instances of like nature 
have ever occurred. 


Naturally enough, there is no such thing as counterfeiting any 
of the truly big notes for the doing of such a thing would be little 
better than sheer insanity. And this being true, we need never ques- 
tion the authenticity of a $1,000 note. The $100 note seems to re- 
present the limit of effort on the part of spurious money makers. 


Corner Brook, Newfoundland, recently furnished an odd story 
about one of our $1,000 notes. A Chinese restaurant cashed a pay- 
check with something more than a strange aftermath. A $1,000 note | 
was used to meet the situation and the payee used it a second time | 
to cover an obligation owed his landlord. It seems hard to believe, | 
but it was twice mistaken for a $10 bill. However, the landlord dis- | 
covered the error several hours later and so also did the restaurant 
which turned in a $990 robbery report. To get it back, the restaurant 
paid a $50 reward. We must assume that the note began its career 
in Newfoundland with the big air base we have there. 


Just recently I was both astonished and amused over a news- 
paper article which stated that a Confederate note was successfully 
put into English circulation. This is not to say that such a thing has 
not before attempted. It has been, but hitherto no success has at- 
tended such worthy enterprise. 


Curiously enough, the $1,000 Confederate note is slowly but 
surely climbing toward its face value. Of course, only a few were 
issued, and of the few put out, no great number of them ever saw 
circulation. A complete collection of Confederate currency in beauti- 
ful condition would cost the collector of today a fairly handsome 
sum of money. (continued on page 9)

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_ Bank Notes of Foreign Nations 


By Harold Don Allen 


FROM JAVA, AN EXOTIC PRE-W AR RELEASE 


The Dutch style of this pre-war “5 Gulden” of “De Javasche 
Bank” is refreshingly different from the more orthodox styles of 
paper money to be seen in most lands at that time. Notice how the 
design covers the entire obverse, without margins, and the native 
figure (magnificently engraved) assumes added stature from the 
obsence of confining borders. The engraving is in purple, with over- 
all background tints of violet and blue. Dated at Batavia, August 4, 
1939, the note is of an issue which saw service for many years prior 
to the War. Reverse inscription is in four languages, including 
Chinese. 


A LOCAL POUND, ISSUED IN THE ISLE OF MAN 


While the pound note of the “Old Lady of Threadneedle Street”, 
the Bank of England, is familiar to most collectors and is “legal 
tender” throughout the British Isles, less collectors seem acquainted 
with the local pounds, circulating by popular acceptance (as did the 
chartered bank notes in Canada) throughout Scotland, the Channel 
Islands and the Isle of Man (in the Irish Sea). Martins Bank, Lim- 
ited, one of five Manx banks of issue, is responsible for this remark- 
able note (by Waterlow, London), which is perhaps unique among 
recent issues of the world in that its obverse, reverse, backgrounds, 
serial numbers, date overprint (1st May, 1953) and signatures all 
are black. These local pounds of Britain constitute an unusual and 
quite neglected numismatic series. 


50 Bolivianos, An Early Issue of the Recent Inflation 


One of the worst inflations to hit the wobbly economies of the 
South American republics is that which has raged in Bolivia in 
recent years, making a crisp, blue 10,000 Bolivianos worth something 
just more than a dollar on foreign exchange. The inflation is one 
which paper money enthusiasts have watched with interest, for the 
dwindling buying power has not been reflected (as so often it is) 
is a cheapening of the quality of the notes. Such beautiful notes as 
this purple fifty, supported in orange and with prismatic tints in 
pink and green (A.B.N.Co.), have been available with little difficulty. 
The splendid engraving is highlighted in the vignettes of two heros 
of the continent, Simon Bolivar (left) and Marical A. J. de Sucre. 
Reverse, red, depicts the Bolivian arms.

This pleasant, blue note is distinguished by the quality of its

ONE DOLL AR > ; ii Bank Note. The note points up the truth that coinage persists where 

notes do not, for the silver pieces of this British Asiatic region are 
extremely common, yet the bank notes, replaced since the war by 
those of Malaya and British Borneo, are seldom seen. This dollar is 
dated at Singapore, 1st January, 1935, and on its blue reverse de- 
picts a stalking tiger in tall grass. 


An earlier Portugese Colonial issue, for Mozambique 


The collector who seeks “one of each country” has his troubles 
when he searches out the diverse colonial issues of Portugal, whether 
it be the rupee of Goa, the Angolares of west Africa, or the pataca 
of Timor. The notes of Mozambique, possibly by virtue of the great- 
er population or more active commerce, seem more accessible: this

Numismatic Publishing Institute) it 
has published a Guide Book of Can- 
adian Coins, Currency and Tokens 
which has sold more than 55,000 cop- 
ies since April, 1959, and is in use in 
‘the British Museum, the Library of 
Congress, the Royal Danish Museum, 
and other major reference institutions. 

Canadian firms in Winnipeg and 
Toronto, are now making, for Inter- 
national Coin, half a dozen items of 
coin-collectors’ supplies formerly im- 
ported from the 

“We didn’t have any idea what we 
were getting into,’ recalls Somer 
James, vice president of Theater Pos- 
ter Services and president of Inter- 
national Coin. 

“All we wanted was some low-de- 
nomination foreign coins to hand out 
‘to the kids. But the promotion caught 
on. 

“Odeon used it in 45 theaters, and 
a number of independents used it. We 
found we needed more and more coins. 

“We had to start ordering bulk 
quantities from the larger coin dealers 
in the U. S 
“Then we got to the point where they 
couldn’t supply us, but instead we 
were supplying them with Canadian 

f coins. 

“To get our supplies of foreign coins, 
-we took to dealing directly with for- 
‘eign mints in quantities of 50,000- 
100,000 coins at a time, and the next 
thing we knew, we were coin whole- 
salers.” 

Getting coins from foreign mints 
-required salesmanship in some cases. 

The large Irish penny has a metal-

More than a catalogue, the book 
contains a brief history of Canadian 
currency, a “how-to-do-it’” section for 
the new collector, and an illustrated 
guide to Canadian paper money as 
well as tokens and coins. 

The book was distributed through 
news dealers on a fully-returnable bas- 
is, and was handled by other coin 
dealers as well. 

To avoid giving International Coin 
advantage in handling coin sales gen- 
erated by the book, the subsidiary 
“Canadian Numismatic Publishing In- 
stitute” was created to publish it. 

Collectors from California to Maine, 
as well as Canadians, bought the book; 
15,000 of the 55,000 copies distribu- 
ted so far have gone to the U. S. 

“Without knowing it, we happened 
into the coin business just when it was 
undergoing a big expansion,” James 
explains. 

“For years coin collecting had been 
an unusual hobby — it’s rare to find 
a collector with the long experience 
of Mr. Taylor. 

“Now it's a very big thing. Mem- | 
bership in the Canadian Numismatic | 
society is growing at the rate of 20% | 
per year and is now over 2,000.” 

There are about 40 coin clubs in| 
Canada. In the US., coin collecting 
started growing earlier, and is grow- 
ing at about the same rate. 

Interest in collecting Canadian coins 
is growing even faster, since many 
U. S. collectors are switching to “Can- 
ada's” as a specialty. 

James offers several reasons for the 
upsurge in coin collecting. 

All hobbies are gaining ground with 
the increase in leisure time. Coin col- 
lecting has the same appeal as stamp 
collecting, but is a little newer. 

The difficulties of handling and dis- 
playing a coin collection (both sides 
of the coin must be displayed, and 
weight is a problem) have been over- 
come by the introduction of polyethy- 
lene coin evvelopes, display cases, and 
other accessories. 

A 50¢ folder is all a youngster needs 
to begin collecting coins. Since people 
are handling coins all the time, once 
they begin to take an interest in date, 
condition and rarity, it's easy to build 
a collection. 

Coin clubs have spread interest rap- | 
idly, since they offer social contacts | 
and an easy introduction to the re-| 
finements of collecting. 

The popularity of Canadian coins | 
with U. S. collectors is partly the re-| 
sult of the fact that denominations are | 
the same (making it easy for the no- 
vice) and that Canadian coins are in| 
circulation in the border states. But | 
more important, Canadian coins have | 
a world-wide reputation for beauty | 
| and fine execution, and U. S. collectors 
like the royal symbols on the coins. 

Experts as well as novices have 








taken up “Canadians” as a speciaity, 
James says. 

As soon as interest in Canadian 
coins began to grow, U. S. collectors | 
began investing in scarce items like 
| the 50¢ piece of 1932. 

Only 19.000 of these were minted, 
and a little arithmetic with the growth 
with the growth of population in| 
North America and the proportion of 
collectors in the population sug;gested 
that these would soon become very 
valuable. 

(Current catalogue price: $3 each 
if in “good” condition; $75 if in “ex- 
tra fine” condition. ) 

As U. S. collectors bid up the prices 
of Canadian coins, more Canadians be- 
come interested 

“Every few weeks there's a story in 
the paper about someone getting a big | 
price for a Canadian coin.” says | 





Within two years, according to James 
they are likely to be worth a mici- 
mum of 15% over face value. 

Small cents of 1957 in mint-sealed 
bags are now selling at three times 
face value, and dealers are paying 60% 
over face value for some uncirculated 
1958 coins already. 

This market has to be watched, of 
course, just like the securities market. 

Canadian silver dollars, which had 
been rising rapidly until recently, have 
been slow over the past three months 
owing to profit-taking. 

Mint-sealed bags are usually sold to 
dealers at athird to a half of catalogue 
value, James says. 

The coins must be fed into the 
market slowly, over two or three years, 
and part of a dealer’s skill comes in 
judging how many of a given denom- 
ination the market will be able to

Besides the ordinary run of novice 
and expert collectors, there are also 
“vest-pocket dealers’—usually men 
who travel around a good deal, and 
can buy coins in out of the way places, 
then bring them to a major dealer 
for sale. 
“Retired railwaymen often become 
vest-pocket coin dealers,” James says. 
“It keeps them busy, gives them a 
reason for traveling, and occasionally 
makes them some money.” 

An investment of from $3,000 to 
$6,000 in coins, and an ad in the num- 


| ismatic journals, puts them in busin- 


ess. Essential equipment is ability to 
judge the “condition” of coins and 
familiarity with market prices. 

A favorite gimmick of collectors is 
to put away a bag of uncirculated 
coins the year they are issued, then 
sell them to a dealer a few years later | 
ata profit. 

The coins are bought from a branch 
of a chartered bank in “mint-sealed” 
bags at face value. 


“That always starts a flurry of} absorb within a period of time. 


But even at that, a coin collector 
who put away a bag of pennies (2,000 
to a bag) to celebrate his son’s birth 
in 1939 was able to get $3,000 from 
a dealer for them last year — enough 
to pay the boy's university expenses. 

What does the mint think of all 
this? According to James, the collec- 
tors and dealers are probably a nuis- 
ance to the mint, but are treated with 
great courtesy and co-operation. 

The mint does make a small profit 
on the coins it issues — and of course 
the tribute paid by collectors to the 
Canadian standard of coinage is 2 
source ot pride. 

Like the Post Office, the mint does 
cater to collectors by producing “mint 
sets” of each year’s coinage. 

These are coins struck by the usual 
machinery, but then placed by hand in 
| cardboard holders, not subjected to 
| the abrasion that occurs in bags. 
| Face value of the coins is $1.91. 

The mint charged $3 for this year’s 
| mint sets, for which dealers are now

Unum is legible on coins graded 
good, clear on coins graded very good. 
One graded fine should have full 
liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good 
coin edge of word liberty may be 


very good the word Liberty is clear 
and one-half of horn shows, a fine 


horn and tail shows on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
lines on axe fasces, on coins classed 
very good some lines show, a fine coin 
should have all lines. 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just 
starting to collect, here are a few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 
a coin guide book is a must. They 
can be purchased for $1.00 or more 
for helpful information: on care, con- 
dition, value, amount minted, types, 


of help and interest. Most coins can 
be found in circulation. As you are 
making your set always try to im- 
prove the worn coins. Value of coins 
depends greatly on the condition. 
Never clean or polish coins unless you 
are experienced. If you must try, use 
a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this pur- 
pose. Coin insert folders and other 
supplies can be obtained at your deal- 
er. You may also notice that the age 
of old coins do not make them rare. 
There are some late date coins minted 
that are worth more than some hun- 
dreds of years old. What makes one 
coin worth more than another by 
these factors: Amount of coins mint- 
ed, availability, collectors’ demand 
and any unusual die strikes. Coins 
can be obtained through purchases, 
by auction or trading with collectors.
